‘MINING IN FRENCH INDO-CHINA. 
‘The hitherto existing mining legislation 
of French Indo-China has just been re- 
formed and completed ina decree issued 
by M. Lebrun, Minister for the Colonies. 
‘The general tendency. of this new legisla- 
tion is to simplify the regulations at pre- 
sent'in operation and to avoid the disputes 
to which the lack of: precision of preced- 
ing legislative provisions gave rise. Thus 
the ‘decree’ of 1897 distinguished three 
‘categories of mines, and the Tesult was 
that in some cases, three mining ,conces- 
gions were superposed and the three con- 
cegsionaries disputed regarding the extent 
of their rights. The new project. only 
maintains one kind of concession, this 
iving the right to exploit all mineral pro- 
Sete comprised within its limits.. It may 
be noted’ that one clause of the new de- 
cree forbids possession or exploitation’ of 
mines to foreigners, and forbids also the 
taking of direct or indirect interest in the 
exploitation of the colony’s mines to cer: 
tain classes-of officials. Further, instead 
of effective occupation giving the right of 
priority for the acquisition of prospecting 
rights, this will henceforth be determined 
by the deposit of the application at the 
offices of the chief of the province,
